Attorney William L. Mackay submitted 
a notification to the Board stating Lieu- 
tenant Gerald Green has instructed him to 
file a complaint in the Ingham County 
Cireuit Court for his loss of earnings and 
his failure to receive the promotion unless 
the Fire Board or the Mayor's office takes 
action immediately. Unless Lieutenant 
Green receives a decision at the next meet- 
ing of the Board of Fire Commissioners, 
he will prepare a complaint for filing with 
the court in accordance with his request. 


Chairman Kauffman, after noting At- 
torney Mackay’s letter had been received 
by the Board on December 4th, one day 
after the December meeting. restated the 
Board’s position. He said the Board ac- 
knowledged the validity of the Mayor’s ac- 
tion under the Veterans Preference Act 
when it directed Chief Space to recognize 
Lieutenant Green’s restoration to duty with 
back pay. However, the Board is of the 
opinion that neither the Veterans Prefer- 
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ence Act nor the City Charter grant any 
individual the authority to order promotions 
within the Fire Department. The City 
Charter specifically places responsibility for 
administration of the Fire Department in 
the hands of the Fire Board and the Fire 
Department regulations clearly state pro- 
motions will be made by the Board upon 
recommendation of the Chief. The Board 
does not believe it is required to grant spe- 
cial consideration to Lieutenant Green or 
to anyone else or to alter its normal pro- 
motion procedures in any way. 


Further, the Board, with full knowledge 
of all parties concerned, has been attempt- 
ing for several years to bring about the 
implementation of a formal promotion pro- 
cedure, with absolute minimal cooperation 
until recent months. At this point in time, 
the Board feels a valid promotion system 
aimed at assuring the promotion of the 
best qualified man in each case is very 
close to adoption. Short of an overriding 
emergency, which the Board feels does not 
presently exist, the Board does not expect 
to make any promotions until the new plan 
is in operation. Under the new plan Lieu- 
tenant Green, along with any other eligible 
lieutenants, will be entitled to compete for 
any captaincy opening. If Lieutenant Green 
qualifies highest among the candidates 
tested, he will be promoted. If another lieu- 
tenant is better qualified by reason of a 
higher total examination score, Lieutenant 
Green will not get the promotion.

COMMITTEE REPORTS 


Vice Chairman Sheathelm, Chairman of 
the Finance Committee, stated his Commit- 
tee had held a meeting to review the 1971- 
1972 Budget proposal, and after more in- 
formation has been received it can be com- 
pleted for presentation. 


Commissioner Ridenour, Chairman of the 
Buildings and Equipment Committee, stated 
members of his Committee had visited four 
fire stations with Apparatus Chief Gurecki 
in the latter part of December to examine 
apparatus and equipment. The Committee 
recommended installation of heater and de- 
froster units in five older units and the 
repair of rust damage to No. 7 Engine. 
They will meet again in January to visit 
the other six stations. 


Commissioner Canady, Chairman of the 
Planning Committee, stated his Committee 
was working on future station sites and 
the Capital Improvement Plan. His Com- 
mittee will meet next week. 


Commissioner Salerno, Chairman of the 
Personnel Committee, stated her Committee 
had spent considerable time developing a 
promotional system, and placed the follow- 
ing motion before the Board: 


That the Board (1) approve the promotion 
system in principle; (2) authorize a con- 
tract with Municipal Personnel Service, 
Ann Arbor, Michigan to provide tests in 
accordance with the Board’s requirements 
and a grading service for those tests; (3) 
arrange for participation of qualified per- 
sonnel in the oral appraisal phase of the 
examination and (4) set an effective date 
for implementation of the program of not 
later than March 1, 1971, earlier if possible. 


Supported by Commissioner Roe. 


Carried unanimously. 


Commissioner Salerno stated she would 
like to have her Committee meet as soon 
as possible, and the date would be selected 
later. 


Commissioner Merritt stated his Ad Hoc 
Committee on physical fitness had not yet 
made progress, but would have a report for 
the February meeting. 


Commissioner Clark stated his Ad Hoc 
Committee was still studying the arbitra- 
tion results and the Rules and Regulations, 
and will make a report at the February 
meeting, 
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The Board discussed new and detailed in- 
dividual rating forms which will be em- 
ployed in a department-wide job perform- 
ance evaluation to be conducted at least 
twice yearly, perhaps every four months. 
The evaluation system will provide for re- 
views of the results with the rated indi- 
viduals, aimed at helping the individual 
locate and correct his deficiencies. The 
evaluation system will also figure in the 
new promotion plan and is expected to help 
command officers identify officer potential 
among the fire fighters. Each Board mem- 
ber is requested to turn in his suggestions 
to the Personnel Committee at the next 
meeting. 


REPORTS OF OFFICERS 


Chief Space submitted reports of fire and 
ambulance calls for December; and an out- 
line of training classes and fire coverage 
during the classes in January. He also re- 
ported on members on sick leave. 


Chief Space gave the eleven locations of 
billboards with the fire department message 
and emblem displayed. The Chief mentioned 
that uniforms with the fire department 
badge patch had been ordered, and offered 
congratulations to Engineer Roland Smith 
for submitting the pattern for the patch 
that was selected. 


Chief Space informed the members of the 
Board that defective high pressure hose re- 
ceived for the fire department had been 
returned and the money refunded. The 
specifications committee has approved spe- 
cifications for fire hose, and bids will be 
sought from manufacturers only instead 
of agents. 


RESOLUTIONS 


Chairman Kauffman read a letter from 
Chief Space recommending the position of 
the seventh Deputy Chief be dropped. The 
command officers and Personnel Director 
are in accord with this recommendation. 


By Commissioner Sheathelm— 


I move we approve the recommendation 
of Chief Space to drop the position of the 
seventh Deputy Chief. 


Supported by Commissioner Salerno. 


Carried unanimously. 


The Board, by resolution, endorsed the 
efforts of Mayor Graves to secure financial 
support from the State of Michigan for 
fire protection services provided for the 
State Capitol Complex and other State 
properties in Lansing. 


Chairman Kaufiman noted the selection 
and purchase of equipment, the location of 
fire department stations and deployment of 
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fire department manpower all are influenced 
by the potential fire problems in the State 
properties. 


He also noted the Board is in the process 
of investigating whether similar situations 
exist in other state capitol cities. Corre- 
spondence with the Board’s counterparts in 
Harrisburg, Indianapolis, Tallahassee, Des 
Moines, Topeka and Columbus (all in the 
same general population range as Lansing) 
confirms the Board’s belief. All but one of 
the cities noted experienced the same frus- 
trations as Lansing, a heavy exposure re- 
quiring a massive response, and no help 
with the costs involved. Chairman Kauff- 
man concluded “the Mayor is an innovator 
and this is a good area for a pioneering 
breakthrough. If he can bring about State 
financial support, the formula will be in 
real demand by other state capitol cities 
across the country.” Chairman Kauffman 
endorsed the logic of the Mayor’s request 
and suggested Board support. 


GENERAL ORDER 


Commissioner Ridenour stated he was 
impressed with the demonstration of the 
Squirt apparatus, and noted the price was 
less than $25,000.00. He felt this was an 
important consideration due to the present 
lack of funds. 


Commissioner Merritt stated the new 
Engineer rate was only a silght amount 
more than that of a full paid fireman, and 
an adjustment should be considered. 


Chairman Kauffman noted that the Board 
was not represented during the negotia- 
tions. However, the City Council has re- 
classified the Assistant Chief to IXA upon 
request of the Board. As yet there has 
been no action on the reclassification re- 
quest for the Chief. 
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Vice Chairman Sheathelm asked for a 
report on traffic controls for stations 6, 
7 and 8. Chief Space reported he had met 
with Robert Pohl, Assistant to the Traffic 
Engineer. Controls will be installed at 6 
and 7 stations, but No. 8 Station is too 
near traffic lights. It may take as long as 
six months before these installations can 
be made, The parking lot at No. 6 Station 
will be repaired this spring or early sum- 
mer. 


Marshal Alber was questioned about a 
ruling issued by his office regarding the 
storage of Christmas trees at Meijers Store. 
He explained the regulations and inspection 
made, with the compromise agreed upon. 
He also listed some examples of inspection 
problems. 


Chairman Kauffman thanked him for the 
complete explanation, commended the mem- 
bers of the Fire Prevention Bureau for the 
public relations work they are doing and 
the continuing use of diplomacy during 
inspection problems. 


Maintenance Supervisor Darwyn Sample 
was introduced to the members of the 
Board, and he invited them to inspect the 
new portable maintenance workshop on dis- 
play at No. 1 Station. 


Chief Space asked the Board members 
how long the members of the department 
would have to study before the first pro- 
motional examinations were given.

Report of the Ad Hoc Committee study- 
ing the possible overlapping of the recent 
arbitration Award and present Rules and 
Regulation of the Lansing Fire Depart- 
ment, 


The Commiittee was able to find very few 
places where the Arbitration Award di- 
rectly contradicated the present Rules and 
Regulations. The Rules and Regulations 
concern themselves with the dress and con- 
duct of the department and the duties of 
the officers and categories of job descrip- 
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tions which were not changed by the 
Arbitration Award. 


One change that was made by the Arbi- 
tration Award is in Section 201 on page 16 
of the Rules and Regulations manual under 
the heading of Sick Leave. The number of 
days allowed to be accumulated in item 1 
and 2 of Section 201 should be changed 
from 120 days of sick leave to 180 days. 
This was the only conflict that was found, 
although it is possible at a future date 
there may be some additions to the Rules 
and Regulations that resulted from the 
Arbitration Award, 


The question of succession of command 
was also studied by the Committee and it 
was found the succession of command at the 
present time only goes from the Chief to 
the Assistant Chief. The Committee _rec- 
ommends that the Board change the Rules 
and Regulations so that in the absence of 
both the Chief and the Assistant Chief the 
authority and duties of the Chief shall be 
performed by the deputy chiefs in the 
order of their seniority. When the Assis- 
tant Chief or Deputy Chief is in command 
of the department the person of higher 
rank should only return to command with 
the approval of the Fire Board Chairman 
of Vice Chairman or the Assistant Chief 
or Deputy Chief in charge at the time.

The Lansing Fire Department used 19, 
750 ft. of hose at the Plymouth Congrega- 
tional Church, pumping 44 hours with 26 
lines and 8 hydrants. 677 feet of ladders 
were used and about 165 men participated. 
The estimated loss at this fire will be about 
$1,200,000.00. Mutual Aid assistance came 
from the following communities; Eaton 
Rapids, Delhi-Holt, Mason, Delta township, 
Grand Ledge, Meridian Township, Port- 
land and Benton Township. Approximately 
65 men were involved. 


At the Turner Street fire, 200 Lansing 
firemen participated. 300 ft. of ladders 
were used ; 17,850 ft. of water hose compris- 
ing 27 lines were used. The apparatus 
pumped 96 hours using 11 hydrants. Mutual 
Aid came from Bath Township, Eaton 
Rapids, Holt-Delhi, Windsor Township, East 
Lansing, Lansing Township, DeWitt City 
and Township, Meridian Township, Mason, 
St. Johns, Portland, Delta Township, 
Benton Township, the National Guard from 
Grand Ledge and the Michigan Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources, 90 men man- 
ned the Mutual Aid apparatus.

We were in- 
formed that two children were in the bed- 
room upstairs, and smoke was pouring from 
the bedroom window. 


Captain Clevenger and Fireman Thomas 
entered the bedroom from a ladder placed at 
the window, and after a thorough search 
in the heat and smoke rescued the two chil- 
dren. They were removed to the St. Law- 
rence Hospital by fire department ambu- 
lance No. 40 after emergency treatment by 
fireman Robert O’Brien and Rodger La- 
Londe.

He also stated that preliminary indications 
are that the average cost for the first 
month of the back-door pickup was ap- 
proximately 20% higher than the curb side 
pickup. 


Mr. Backus stated that we are in the 
process of negotiating for 80 acres of land 
for the sanitary landfill, and hope to have 
a signed option within the next 60 days. 


Mr. Backus discussed the $700,000 Fed- 
eral Grant, which has been designated as 
the PEP Program, and is to be used only 
for wages for additional personnel. The 
Public Service Department has so far em- 
ployed one draftsman under this program. 


Mr. Backus stated that for the next two 
months they will be preparing the budget 
for the coming year. Mr. Hack suggested 
that he felt it would be beneficial if at 
least two more Board members were able to 
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sit in on these budget meetings so they 
will have a better understanding of what 
the budget entails. Discussion followed, and 
it was decided that a copy of the current 
budget status report would be sent to each 
Board member for the next three months. 
Mr. Granger suggested that it would be 
beneficial for each Board member to have 
a book made up explaining each account. 


Mr. Backus stated that we have been re- 
quested by the Water Resources Commission 
to provide separation of storm and sanitary 
sewers by 1976. We must either separate 
a sanitary and storm sewer so that the 
storm goes to the river and the sanitary 
should go to the plant. or where we have 
combined, we must provide treatment prior 
to discharge into the river. 


Mr. Corbit reported that the Eureka 
Street Relief Sewer was 90% completed, 
and should be completely finished within 30 
days. The Capitol Development Sewers are 
25% completed. The Jolly Road Widening 
on the curb and gutter is 75% completed, 
and the blacktopping is 25% completed.

Commissioner Sheathelm, Chairman of 
the Finance Committee, stated his Com- 
mittee would probably meet before the next 
regular meeting to discuss preliminary 
work on the 1972-1973 budget. 


Commissioner Sheathelm, Vice Chairman 
of the Building and Equipment Committee, 
gave a report of the driveway situation at 
No. 6 Station and the need for a surface 
on the parking lot. No action has been 
made on the signals at No. 7 and No. 8 
stations. He requested the Chief to report 
on pe new ambulances and the ladder 
truck. 


Chief Burnett reported the two new am- 
bulances had been received and were being 
made ready for service. The new ambu- 
lances are more complicated than the am- 
bulances now in service, so more time is 
needed to instruct the drivers and attend- 
ants in the proper operation of the ambu- 
lance and equipment. One of the present 
ambulances will be retained for emergency 
reserve service, and the other will be sold. 
Approximately 48% of the money received 
from the sale of the old ambulance will be 
returned to the Michigan State Highway 
Safety Planning Office. 


The ladder truck will be ready October 
12th or 18th at the factory in Clintonville, 
Wisconsin. No. 5 Engine is nearly ready 
to go, but the rear gears must be changed 
before it will be accepted. It has been 
changed to a diesel powered unit. The new 
engine should be received next April. 


7 October 1971 
Report to the Fire Board: 


The published opinion resulting from the 
recent hearing relating to Lt. Gerald Green 
leaves many questions unanswered. The 
hearing was ordered to determine whether 
the question of a promotion requested for 
Lt. Green by his attorney and by the union 
could be resolved under the provisions of 
the Veterans Preference Act. Without 
challenging specific portions of the opinion, 
we believe it to be vague in some areas and 
incomplete in others. 
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The opinion does not order or direct a 
promotion, Rather, it “recommends” that 
Green be “placed at the top of the promo- 
tion list for Captains and further that this 
be done without any further compliance 
by him with regard to promotional criteria 
as to that position.” The opinion also 
“recommends” that “all promotions to fol- 
low in the Fire Department be done in ac- 
cordance with the newly-adopted policy and 
promotional system.” We translate this 
language to mean the opinion recommends 
that, when the next promotions to Captain 
are made, Green be promoted without re- 
gard to his qualification or lack of qualifi- 
cation, and without any sort of test, while 
any other promotions to Captain made at 
the same time must be made on the basis 
of competitive examinations. 


Two basic points must be considered. 
First, the matter of qualification of Lt. 
Green for promotion to Captain has never 
been established. No recommendation for 
promotion of Lt. Green has ever been 
brought to the Board thru normal channels. 


Second, it has now been recommended the 
Board compromise its present promotion 
policy by granting one man a special route 
to promotion, while denying that same 
route to other eligible candidates. The com- 
mittee feels this action, if taken, would 
discriminate against the other members of 
the department, constituting an improper 
action by the Board and jeopardizing the 
continuance of the promotion system. 


The committee suggests that the present 
promotion system, rather than discriminat- 
ing against Lt. Green, guarantees him an 
unbiased and totally equal opportunity to 
compete for a Captaincy and grants him an 
actual advantage in the seniority compo- 
nent. 


The committee recommends to the Board 
that, lacking a more specific directive, no 
action be taken in the Matter of a promo- 
tion for Lt. Green beyond encouraging him 
to make application for participation in the 
examination procedure detailed in the pro- 
motion system.
